The  market  for  iknerican  a^ules  in  Gr^at  Britain  during  the  past  neck 
has  been  unsatisfactory,  considering  the  general  supply  situation,  accrd- 
ing  t-^  a  cable  received  from  Mr.  3d'^in  Smith,  the  Departnent's  Jruit  Special- 
ist in  Europe.    Although  all  varieties  except  '.Tashington  J-nathans  and  Cal- 
ifornia Ile^-to^ns  rere  only  in  light  to  moderate  sur^ply,  the  demand  in  general 
v"as  slo-.     Buying  pover  in  Great  Britain  is  """orse  than  ^-as  anticipated, 
states  '.'r.  Smith. 

Poorly  colored  Virginia  York  Imperials,  although  firm  and  in  good 
condition  v/ith  bright  appearance,  experienced  a  dull  demand.    Demand  ^'as 
also  dull  for  Virginia  Ben  Davis,  Her-  York  Baldwins  and  Pacific  iTorthvest 
Jonathans  and  VTinesaps.     Offerings  of  snail  quantities  of  highly  colored 
Virginia  York  Imperials,  ho^'ever,  fere  actively  competed  for  at  from  ^36,81 
to  si7.54  Toer  barrel  as  against  $6.57  to  S6.S1  per  barrel  paid  for  the  reg- 
ular line  of  U,  S.  L"o.  1,        inch  York  Iirn^erials  last  reek.  Massachusetts 
Baldv^ins  topped  the  mai'ket  among  the  barreled  varieties  this  '^eek,  U,  S. 
i:o.  1,  2^  inch  iiuit  celling  moderately  at  from  $7.05  to  $8.15  per  barrel. 
Light  supplies  of  Virginia  Black  Tr-igs  T-ere  offered,  prices  on  U.  S.  No.  1, 
2|  inch  stock  ranging  from  SS.^tS  to  ^6.95  per  barrel. 

host  of  the  boxed  varieties  offered  during  the  reek  sho^'ed  a  decline, 
although  supT;lies  ^'-ere  light  except  in  the  case  of  ITashington  Jonathans  and 
California  IJertorns.     There  ras  a  moderate  demand  for  Califrrnia  Yellor  IJev- 
to-"ns,  of  ^hich  s'-'ine  of  the  163 ^''175  sizes  of  the  Fancy  stock  brought  as  high 
as  $3.71  to  S4.08  per  box  against  $5.10  last  reek.     Tiiere  ras  a  good  demand 
for  Oregon  Yellor  iJerto-^ns  but  at  slightly  lo^er  nrices  than  those  prevail- 
ing last  reek,  3xtra  Fancy  stock,   sizes  165/175  ranging  from  $3.77  to  $4. CI 
per  box  as  against  $3.95  to  $4.58  last  reek.    All  other  boxed  stock  met  rith 
verj'  slor  demand  especially  the  Oreg cn  Spitzenbergs,  all  rf  the  la'ter  being 
in  poor  condition.     Cargoes  of  Pacific  Coast  fruit  shipped  via  the  Panama 
Canal  have  been  arriving  in  splendid  condition,  states  Mr.   Smith.     One  ship, 
the  "Lochmonur",  ras  rrecked  in  Liverpool  on  llovenber  50  but  most  :»f  the 
refrigerator  cargo  ^  as  saved. 

The  i7est  Australian  apple  crops  are  reported  lighter  than  last  year 
on  account  of  heavy  thrip  damage,   states  Hr.  Smith.     The  crops  in  South 
Aastralia,  Tasmania  and  lies'  Zeala:id,  ho^-ever,  are  repnrted  to  be  larger  than 
last  year.     ?ruit  in  good  condition  from  the  early  districts  in  'Jest  Australia 
is  being  quoted  at  from  $2.09  to  $2.67  per  box  fob.  for  early  shipments.
